KEY TO CATALOGING 


DEFINITIONS 

SPECIMEN: An archival printing sample of a finished item, such as a stock certificate, banknote or stamp that is printed usually with 
"000000" serial numbers and may have "Specimen" overprinted on it and be punch canceled to invalidate it and prevent its use 
surreptitiously. Specimens were kept for a number of reasons, though usually as samples to give out to prospective customers to give them 
an idea of the type and quality of the work that the printing company was capable of doing. Usually specimens were printed in limited 
amounts at the beginning of a printing run to evaluate the quality of the printing work and color combinations at an early stage, rather than 
have an entire production run rejected due to some minor flaw that was not found until after the printing was completed.A specimen is 
similar to the final product, printed on the same paper and in the same color. 

COLOR TRIAL SPECIMENS: Sometimes specimens would be printed in numerous color combinations not used on the final note for 
evaluation before a final printing. These are usually extremely rare. 

PROOF: Ap initial pull or impression from a plate or die for evaluation of text, vignette, engraving, and esthetic appeal and to check for any 
errors or faults. These were usually printed on india paper mounted on card or printed on some form of paper or light card. The amount of 
proofs printed is usually extremely small and usually number only a handful. Proofs allowed the printing company to evaluate the quality of 
the item being printed without having to go to the expense of making final plates and finding out small errors that could have been repaired 
at an earlier stage. Usually, proofs are single impressions of banknotes, stamps, vignettes, etc. Anything that was made into a plate, such as a 
sheet of 100 stamps could have had proof impressions taken from it. These would be called plate proofs (for multiple images) versus die 
proofs (usually of a single or small amount of images). 

COLOR TRIAL PROOF: A proof printed in a color other than the issued color. 

ESSAY SPECIMEN or PROOF: A proposed design that was not used but may be similar or even totally different to a final approved 
design.An artist, engraver or company may have proposed a number of different designs and color combinations to a client for his approval. 
If a design is rejected and never used, it could be called an essay. 

PRODUCTION MATERIAL: Material found in files used in the production of security printed documents, banknotes, stamps and such. 
It may include correspondence, photographs, artwork, and signature samples, samples of other printed items that are marked up with 
corrections as well as proofs, specimens, essays, models, mockups and issued final items. 

MODEL: A proposed or final design that may include original artwork, pieces of design elements such as borders, titles, vignettes, 
corporate seals, undertints and possibly portions of photographs. Before an engraved item was made, a design had to be decided on. This 
portion of the design process allowed for the artistic skills of the engraver or design department to be exhibited. Before the” digital age", 
banknote engravers and designers would cut up portions of other engraved items and re-apply them in a different form or design to come 
up with a unique new stamp, banknote or certificate. Often, all new engravings or “vignettes” of people or scenes would be engraved first to 
include in the new "work of art", and other times, portions of different completed items would be "borrowed" to use on a newly designed 
item.All models are rare and almost all of them are unique.

Ornate black handwritten text on a large 
sheet of vellum, dated December 1719, 6 years into the reign of King George I, “by the grace of God of Great Britain, France and Ireland, King defender of the faith.” Describes the land in great 
detail, which was mortgaged to Abraham de Peyster for the sum of 285 Pounds and 10 Shillings by Francis Vincent. Also outlined throughout the piece are the legal terms of the deed. Included 
on the back is a handwritten memorandum that mentions Philip Cortlandt, with his signature underneath. Elsewhere on the back, the document is summarized as “Francis Vincent Deed to 
Co. Abrm. De Peyster for House & [Lot] in Broad Way.” Fantastic condition for its age, with slight fading along fold lines and some staining, includes a pair of red wax seals attached by strips 
of vellum at bottom, also in Fine condition. Some text is difficult to decipher. Included are several signatures, including Abraham de Peyster’s. Fascinating piece of early New York City history, 
which includes notable historic figures and locations. Interestingly, the piece also mentions Francis Vincent’s wife, Hannah, at least two times. The Abraham de Peyster mentioned throughout 
the piece is likely Abraham de Peyster (July 8, 1657 _ August 3, 1728), but could possibly be his son of the same name, who lived from 1696-1767 and served as treasurer of the Province of New 
York. The senior Abraham de Peyster was the 20th mayor of New York City from 1691 to 1694, who also served as Governor of New York, 1700_1701. From a wealthy merchant family, de Peyster 
also reportedly served in a number of public roles during his life, including stints as alderman, Associate Judge and later Chief Justice on the province’s Supreme Court, president of the King’s 
Council, and as treasurer for New York and New Jersey provinces. He also served as a colonel in the militia. His daughter, Catherine de Peyster (1688-1734) married Philip Van Cortlandt (1683- 
1746), a member of the prolific New York Van Cortlandt family, and who may be the same Philip Cortlandt who signed the back of this piece. The Van Cortlandt family was an influential political 
dynasty from the seventeenth-century Dutch origins of New York through its period as an English colony, then after it became a state, and into the nineteenth century. Among the family tree are 
members of the Philipse family, van Rensselaer family, Schuyler family, Livingston family, the de Peyster family, the Jay family (including John Jay, the Founding Father and first Chief Justice of

Leavenworth 
was a Spy Intelligence Officer, who had active intelligence operations conducted on Long Island, New York, and was known to have served with distinction in this position. His role during 
the Revolutionary War was to track spies within the Patriots, as well as keep tabs on enemy movements. This note provided an additional sum to Leavenworth for enlisting a company to be 
commanded by William Douglas. William Douglas (January 17, 1742 - May 28, 1777) was an American military officer who led regiments from Connecticut during the American Revolutionary 
War. He privately acknowledged in letters to his wife that his troops were often ill-equipped for battle, writing at one point that they “give me much fatigue and trouble.” During the landing of 
British troops at Kips Bay in New York City on September 15, 1776, Douglas’ troops retreated wildly in the face of the British attack. General George Washington, encountering the retreating 
troops, reacted angrily by flogging some of Douglas’ troops with his riding cane and declaring: “Are these the men with whom I am to defend America?” Rare and fascinating piece of history 
directly related to espionage during the Revolutionary War.

In 1777, he became 
the state attorney for Hartford County, Connecticut and was selected as a delegate to 
the Continental Congress, serving during the remainder of the American Revolutionary 
War. He served as a state judge during the 1780s and was selected as a delegate to the 
1787 Philadelphia Convention, which produced the United States Constitution. While 
at the convention, Ellsworth played a role in fashioning the Connecticut Compromise 
between the more populous states and the less populous states.

In 1748, Louis returned the 
Austrian Netherlands, won at the Battle of Fontenoy of 1745. He ceded New France 
in North America to Great Britain and Spain at the conclusion of the disastrous Seven 
Years’ War in 1763. He incorporated the territories of the Duchy of Lorraine and the 
Corsican Republic into the Kingdom of France. Historians generally criticize his reign, 
citing how reports of his corruption embarrassed the monarchy, while his wars drained 
the treasury while producing little gain. His grandson and successor Louis XVI would 
inherit a kingdom in need of financial and political reform, which ultimately would lead 
to the French Revolution of 1789. ...

XV of France. In 1716, Law set up a private Banque Generale in France. A year later it 
was nationalized at his request and renamed as Banque Royale. The private bank had 
been funded mainly by John Law and Louis XV; three-quarters of its capital consisted 
of government bills and government-accepted notes, effectively making it the nation’s 
first central bank. Backed only partially by silver, it was a fractional reserve bank. Law 
also set up and directed the Mississippi Company, funded by the Banque Royale. Its 
chaotic collapse has been compared to the 17th-century tulip mania in Holland. The 
Mississippi bubble coincided with the South Sea bubble in England, which allegedly took 
ideas from it. Law as a gambler would win card games by mentally calculating odds. He 
originated ideas such as the scarcity theory of value and the real bills doctrine. He held 
that money creation stimulated an economy, paper money was preferable to metal, and 


dividend-paying shares a superior form of money. The term “millionaire” was coined

When Vail passed away, telephone service across the United 
States was halted for one minute on the morning of April 18, 1920, while his funeral was 
being conducted in Parsippany, New Jersey.
